RAR EforeWe ſhall give you Our Anſwer to your Petition and Pro- 
Wd Ly pofitions,, We ſhall tell you, that We are now clearly frisfied, 
: & why the Method, which We traced out to you by Our Meflage 
3, of the 20* of January , and have ſince ſooften preſſ:d upon you, 
as the proper way to compoſe the diſtraftivns of this Kingdom, 
and render it truly happy,'hathbeen hitherto declined, and is at length ouſe 
fit ro be looked npon ; We now ſee plainly ( and defite that you, and all other 
Our good Subjes ſhould doſotoo ) that the Cavaliſts of this buſineſſe have 
with great Prudence reſerved themſelves, untill due preparations ſhould be 
made for their Deſigne. 

If they hadunſcaſonably vented ſuch Propoſitions, as the Wiſdom and Mo- 
deſtie of your Predecefſours never thought fic to offer to any of Our Proge- ' 
nitours, nor We in honour or regard ro Our Regall authority ( which God 
hath entruſted Us with for the good of Our People) could receive without juſt 
indignation (and ſuch many of your preſent Propoſitions are) their hopes would 
ſoon have been blaſted, and thoſe Perſons, to whom Offices, Honours, Power 
and Commands were defigned, . by ſuch ill timing of their buſinefſe, would 
have failed of their expeQation , not without a Brand upon the attempt. 
Therefore, before any of this nature ſhould appear, they have (certainly with 
ereat wiſdom.in the ConduR of it) thoughr fit to remove a troubleſome Rub 
intheir way, The Law? Tothis end, ( they might_undermine the very

Ahd as neither care is taken for Our Rights, Honour, nor ſafety as a Prince, 
ſo Oir Rights as a private Perſonare endeavoured to be had from Ls, it being 
2sked, that it may be unlawfvull and puniſhable, not onely to conclude, but even 
to trext of any Marriage with any Perſon for Our own Childrin,or to place Gover- 
notrs abowt them, without conſent of Parliament, and in the intermiſſion of thoſe, 
withoirt the conſent of Our good Loras of the Conncell,thatWemay not only be in 
a more defpicable Rare then any of Our Predeceſſours, butin a meaner and viler 
conditiotrthen the loweſt of Our Subjets, who value no liberty-they have 
mote, hen that of the free Education and Marriage of their Children ,-from 
which We are asked todebar Oar Self, and have the-more reaſon to take it ill 
fhatWe are ſo,becauſe for Our choice ofaGovemour for Our Son,and ofa Huſ- 
band for Our Daughter, ( in which the Proteſtant Religion was Onr principall
